Farrell  Talks 
On  Influence 
Of  Immigrants 

The  Influence  of  the  German  Im- 
migants  on  .LmcHca  was  the  subject 
of  a talk  given  by  Joseph  Farrell  at 
the  meeting  of  the  John  Gilmary 
Shea  History  Academy  which  was 
held  on  April  10  at  the  home  of 
Daniel  Whiteford. 

"The  first  wave  of  German  immi- 
grants came  to  .America  during  the 
elghtcenlb  century  both  for  religi- 
ous reasons  and  to  escape  compul- 
sory mtlilary  Iralning.  The  second 
group  came  because  of  the  failure 
of  the  liberal’  revolutions.  They 
were  very  popular  in  Colonial 
Aiuerlen,"  slated  Mr.  Farrell,  "be- 
cause of  their  many  talents.  Among 
the  more  notable  German  names 
you  will  find  those  like  Rockefeller 
and  Vanderbilt,  who  gained  fame 
in  tlie  financial  world;  Sebwaab, 
known  for  sleet;  Amelung  and 
Stleget,  leaders  in  the  field  of  glass- 
making;  and  .Anheuser-Busch,  fam- 
ous In  the  hecr  world.  Many  of  the 
Germans  of  the  later  group  became 
the  backbone  of  settlement  of  the 
Mld-Wcst.  Milwaukee  and  St.  Louis 
became  predominately  Germ.m." 

Recordings  Made 

Unknown  io  the  group.  Mr. 
AVhiteford  recorded  the  preliminary 
greetings  and  the  discussion  follow- 
ing the  talk.  The  playback  prompted 
much  laughter. 

At  the  next  meeting,  held  last 
night  at  the  borne  of  Raymond  Re- 
hak,  John  Kuhn  described  the  In- 
fiuence  of  the  Italian  Immigrants 
on  America  and  James  Quiinpcr  dis- 
cussed that  of  the  Japanese.  Details 
of  the  banquet  were  discussed  dur- 
ing the  business  session.  It  Is  to 
be  held  on  May  l-l  at  the  Park 
Plaza  Hotel,  as  last  year,  and  form- 
er olllcers  and  members  will  be  in- 
vited.

There  is  every  e-xpectatlon  that 
the  sum  named  In  the  now  agree- 
ment will  be  sufllclent  to  enable 
twenty  or  more  students  to  work 
eight  or  ten  hours  per  week  for  the 
remainder  of  this  year  and  next. 

Summer  work  will  be  available 
with  the  Aberdeen  Project  for  those 
students  who  are  interested.  These 
need  not  be  Miithomatics  majors, 
and  underclassmen  are  urgently 
solicited.  The  pay  rate  Is  one  dol- 
lar and  fifty  cents  per  hour.

Most  of  us,  with  the  exception  of 
those  who  allow  their  hair  to  grow 
into  waves  resembling  the  posterior 
of  a duck,  are  periodic  patrons  of 
the  neighborhood  barber  shop.

Its  clientele  ranges  from 
bishop  to  bricklayer,  yet  both  are 
of  equal  stature  when  they  pass 
the  red  and  white  striped  pole 
and  enter  Us  portal. 

The  interior  of  the  average  ton- 
soriiil  parlor  is  a thing  of  gaudy 
beauty.  Row  upon  row  of  multi- 
colored liiiir  goo.  whose  mauufnr- 
Hirers  promise  success  and  victory 
In  love  or  war.  line  its  pine  paneled 
walls.  Abundant  copies  of  "B'lioys 
Life"  fill  the  magazine  racks,  and 
there  are  always  bulletins  lying 
about  that  give  the  latest  news  in 
the  world  of  horses.  A table  model 
radio  Is  usually  tuned  to  The  IJour 
of  Charm  or  some  other  cultural 
broadcast,  and  the  air  is  heavy  with 
the  aroma  of  inexpensive  Havanas. 

What  about  the  customers?  They 
come  from  all  walks  of  life;  about 
the  only  thing  they  share  is  that 
their  hearing  is  impaired  by  excess 
hair  growing  over  their  ears.  Near 
the  door  sits  the  local  politician, 
conning  potential  votes  and  de- 
cliiimlng  the  policies  of  the  present 
administration.  Next  to  him  slouch- 
es the  neighborhood  gossip,  telling 
all  about  the  new  lime  colored  hath- 


It  is  admittedly  the  duty  of  any 
newspaper  that  carries  a book  re- 
view section  to  (nmlliarlze  its 
readers  ivith  nothing  but  new 
books.  But  when  a book  of  such 
depth  and  proportions  as  the  The 
Master  of  Ilcstvikcn  Is  resuscitated, 
there  is  a special  reason  for  re- 
viewing it. 

This  bonk  is  a tetralogy  now  com- 
plete in  one  volume;  it  was  first 
published  in  four  volumes  in  1935. 
Before  that  time  they  wore  pub- 
lished as  single  volumes  under  the 
titles  of  The  Axe,  The  Snake  Pit, 
In  The  MiUIcmess.  and  The  Son 
Avenot'r  in  1928,  1929  and  1930  re- 
spectively. 

Olav  Audiinson  is  the  master  and 
ho  of  whom  the  story  Is  told,  When 
but  a child  of  five  bis  father, 
AuduD  Ingolfsson,  took  him  along 
to  the  Eldsivn  Thing  (a  Norwegian 
district  council).  Audun  was  of 
noble  lineage  and  the  owner  of 
Hestviken  (the  family  estate  on 
Lake  Oslo)  and  several  other  farms 
In  the  near  vicinity.  Owing  to  his 
advanced  age  he  was  wont  to  look 
to  his  son’s  welfare,  but  bad  no 
near  relatives  on  whom  to  place 
his  charge.  At  the  Thing,  therefore, 
It  was  imper.itive  that  be  find  soiue- 
one  to  take  bis  son  as  a ward. 

To  bis  delight  he  met  Stuinflnn 
ToresBon  n good  friend  of  bis  who 
had  been  with  him  in  his  youth  as 
body-guard  to  the  King.  Steinflnn 
wus  in  the  act  of  pursuing  a man 
who  some  time  earlier  had  per- 
petrated a great  indignity  against 
him  and  his  wife.  In  fact  n coarse 
ballad  liad  arisen  about  Slelnfinn 
and  tho  infamou.s  perpetrator.  Mat- 
tlas  Karaldsson.  And  while  f'l 
iransUii,  Steinfinn  had  also  stopped 
at  the  Thing. 

Thus  while  the  two  friends. 
Audun  and  Steinflnn.  wore  con- 
versing over  their  ale.  Audun  put 
forward  a bid  whereby  his  young

The  Master  of  Ilcstvikcn  is  a live- 
ly exposition  of  what  early  Thir- 
teenth Century  Norway  must  have 
been  like.  One  of  the  many  Intor- 
esLlDg  episodes  that  transpires 
wltbin  its  pages  is  Olav’s  trip  ami 
lirief  stay  in  London, 

Tlien  after  you  liave  completed 
this  book  you  must  also  read  Mrs. 
Undaet's  other  great  book,  which 
won  the  Nobel  Prize  in  1939, 
Kristin  LavransCaltcr.  Similarly 
tills  latter  book  is  about  Norway, 
but  100  ye.irs  later.  Though  Kristin 
Lavransdatlcr  is  iicclnimed  as  the 
greater  novel  It  must  not  be  allow- 
ed to  overshadow  its  predecessor.

Dr.  Harry  W Kirwiu  and  four 
membera  of  the  lutornational  Rela- 
tions dull  spent  three  days  of  thoir 
Easter  holidii)  m Itliftca,  New  York, 
jiartlcipating  in  the  Middle  Atlantic 
Slates  Model  Fiilted  Nations  Assem- 
bly. The  Loyola  group  represented 
the  coustltutluiiul  monarchy  of  Af- 
ghanistan and  voted  lu  tho  assem- 
bly as  Afghaiiist.in  would  have  done 
in  the  UN.  Each  of  Loyola's  dele- 
gates served  on  n permanent  com- 
mltteo  and  also  met  as  a part  of 
the  Arab-Aslaii  Caucus.  In  these 
sessions,  Loynla  soon  acquired  a 
reputation  for  taking  an  activo 
part-

Some  sixty  rchoola  sent  delega- 
tions to  the  Model  UN.  As  a result, 
each  of  the  committees  hod  sixty 
members,  anil  only  skillful  bandllng 
by  the  presiding  officer  avoided  pro- 
cedural wrangles.  The  Loyola 
group,  acting  for  the  week  like  real 
Afghans,  took  the  lead  among  Mos- 
lem nations  in  most  committees. 
James  O’Hftr.i,  ns  a member  of  the 
Political  Com  ittee,  offered  a reso- 
lution to  end  ibe  Korean  War  and 
it  was  adopt-  ' Both  the  United 
States  (Barn,  r I College)  and  the 
Soviet  Union  (Rutgers)  supported 
tills  resolutloti  .itter  it  w.ns  amend- 
ed. In  the  IV  onomlc  committee. 
Thomas  .s-iutherington  steered 
through  a i-  -jlutiou  favoring  a 
country’s  right  to  nationalize  indus- 
tries. Samu'  I Ady.  In  the  Trustee- 
sliip  Council,  was  the  author  of  a 
defeated  rest  lution  in  favor  of  selt- 
(leterminatlu’i  for  the  Tngolands. 
The  Ad  Hoc  mmlttee  for  Human 
Rights  was  tiic  center  of  a real 
storm  caused  by  a dlengroemcnc  on 
Women's  Rights.  James  P.  Garland 
of  Loyola,  as  representative  of  a 
Moslem  Nation,  led  the  fight  against 
the  women. 

Before  attending  the  conference, 
the  delegation  visited  the  Royal 
Afghan  Embassy  in  Washington, 
where  they  questluued  Mr.  Abdul 
Tablbl,  Cultural  AtUcho  and  form- 
er member  of  the  Afghan  delega- 
tion to  the  United  Nations.  It  was 
on  the  b.isls  of  this  session  that 
they  decided  general  policy  for  the 
casting  of  tbelr  votes  in  Ithaca. 

The  Embassy  also  furnished  the 
names  of  the  Afghan  students  at 
Cornell.  Later,  in  New  York,  the 
Loyola  delegation  entorUliied  three 
of  them  and  questioned  them  on 
the  political  and  ecouomlc  status  of 
their  country.

Burt  Lancaster  as  I>ov  Dcluiici/  la 
disappointing.  His  phlegmatic  por- 
trayal ruins  the  inotivulloii  com- 
pletely and  is  responsible  tor  the 
depression  surriuindlng  the  jilioto- 
play  as  a whole.  Had  he  acted  the 
entire  part  in  the  manner  of  the 
last  live  minutes,  the  picture  would 
he  umuesllonubly  Imiiroved.

CURIOUS  BEGINNINGS

It's  very  seldom  that  we  stop  to 
consider  just  Imw  music  took  root 
ir.  the  United  Slates.  It's  evident, 
of  course,  that  it  was  imported  as 
wen*  all  other  aspects  of  culture. 
Hut  yet,  our  American  music  has 
developed  in  u unique  way  and  for 
this  reason  Is  of  special  interest. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  colonies, 
wc  find  a checkered  pattern  of 
French,  English,  Irish,  Oevmau. 
Dutch  and  Spanish  settlers.  Each 
of  these  peoples,  though  united  in 
.1  single  country,  for  diverse  rea- 
sons, retained  the  folk  loro  and 
customs  which  provide  a foundation 
tor  a stable  culture.  Of  course, 
music  played  an  extremely  Impor- 
t.int  part  in  their  lives;  in  many 
ciiBcs  being  the  only  means  of  en- 
tertainment. It  was  not  until  the 
spark  of  nationalism  began  to  shed 
Its  llgtit  that  American  music  came 
into  Its  own.  Actually,  the  music 
was  no  longer  important— it  was 
the  lyrics  that  started  the  unique 
development.  In  opposition  to  the 
various  oppressl''^  taxes  and  other 
grounds  for  complaint,  the  colonists 
ilcveloped  the  "broadside"  which 
was  simply  an  instrument  of  propa- 
ganda. It  was  a sheet  of  paper  on 
which  were  printed  lyrics  denounc- 
ing taxes  etc.,  and  nt  the  top  of  the 
page  appeared  the  words.  To  Be 
Sung  To  The  Tune  Of  ”.  Those 
••Urondsides"  could  be  gotten  on  the 
streets  in  a matter  of  hours  and 
were  extremely  effective  In  shaping 
public  opinion.  In  a majority  of 
Instances  the  (.'olonlals  a.ing  their 
bitterness  against  England  with 
English  music.  The  lAbrrty  Song 
wa.s  such  a song  and  became  the 
otllclal  song  of  the  Sons  of  Llberly- 
Hoil  Save  The  King  horame  floil 
Save  The  Thirteen  Slatei — Yankee 
fhiodlc  was  none  other  than  the 
nursery  tune  Lwy  l.ockct,  and  In 
Us  now  form  It  mocked  the  Hetl- 
cnals. 

Ilynins  .tTiicrlciinlzcd 

Even  religious  music  became  en- 
lungled  In  the  surge  of  n national- 
istic spirit.  The  psalm  "By  the 
Waters  Of  Babylon"  became  A Lam- 
entation Over  lloilon.  And  so  the 
roiid  was  set  and  the  years  passed, 
bringing  forth  the  campaign  songs, 
Knr  Jefferaon  A nd  LIbrrf  p.  The  Fed- 
rral  VonHlitiition  and  The  Pi-esidriit 
Forever,  and  .idniii.it  and  Wo.?klHif- 
tuii. 

History  and  music  compllnientcd 
each  other,  nod  we  saw  the  appear- 
ance of  songs  like  Stccrl  Ilctsy 
From  1‘ikr  which  la  inOlcntlve  of 
the  Westward  movement.
